The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious the first 
electrode and the second electrode being connected to separate switching elements, a degree of 
optical anisotropy in the medium changing in response to application of electric field, and 
wherein a shape of a refractive index ellipsoid of the medium changes from substantially 
isotropic to substantially anisotropic, or vice versa, when the switching elements are changed 
from an OFF state to an ON state in combination with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons stated 
by Applicant in the Responses filed 3/4/09 and 7/15/08.
